Third Stage Of 
“VOP” Campaign 
Slated Sunday 


The third and final round 
in the massive campaignto 
win ‘Victory Over Polio’’ 
in Coffee County is sche- 
duled for Sunday afternoon, 
March Ist, 

On this date, Sabin oral 
polio vaccine will again be 
offered to Coffee County 
citizens between the hours 
of 12 noon until 6 P.M, 

It is being emphasized 
that for an individual to be 
fully protected against po- 
lio, it is necessary to take 
three separate Sabin vac- 
cines, each of which pro- 
tects against a different 
type of polio, 

The first two doses of 
the vaccine were adminis- 
tered in November and on 
January 12th, 

Physicians point out that 
immunity against polio 
cannot be achieved unless 
the three separate doses 
of the vaccine are taken 
and it is so vital that all 
those who have taken the 
first two doses of vaccine 
complete their immunity 
by taking the third dose on 
Sunday afternoon, 

However, it is pointed 
Out, even those who missed 
either or both of the first 
two doses should take the 
vaccine to be administered 
March Ist, as this will af- 
ford protection against one 
serious type of polio, 

Physicians, dentists, 
hurses and other yolunteer 
workers will again man 
the clinics, and only a few 
moments will be required 
to get the vaccine. The vac- 
cine will again be admin- 
istered on a lump of 
Sugar, or placed directly 
on the tongue in the case 
of infants or others who 
cannot take sugar, 

No charge will he made 
for the vaccine, However, 
those who are able to do 
so will have the opportun- 
ity to make a 25¢ contri- 
bution to help defray ex-

TB In Swine 


Recently two Alabama 
counties reported several 
cases of slaughter hogs 
carrying avian type tuber- 


culosis, 

Doctor Worth Lanier, 
Extension veterinarian, 
says, ‘‘All infected hogs 


are condemned at the slau- 
ghter house which means a 
costly loss to the pig far- 
mer.” 

Doctor Lanier points out 
that studies show that bet- 
ter than 88 percent of the 
'B infections in swine have 
been the avian type. ‘‘Hogs 
usually contact this disease 
from farm chicken flocks, 
wild birds and the like,’’ 
Doctor Lanier, an Auburn 
University staff member, 
says for this reason he ad- 
vises farmers to _ keep 
rs and poultry se- 
marated. Apparently, the 
presence of tuberculosis 
among swine is not sorare 
as it once Was. 

4s humans are also sub- 
ject to tuberculosis, a real 
hazard exists wherever 


domestic animals are in- 
fected. Farm workers 
should consult a physi- 


cian immediately when TB 
s been found in animals 
they have been caring for. 


Plant Peanuts 
In Rotation 
With Crops 


Peanuts make good use 
of residual fertilizer--- 
fertilizer left in the soll 
by other crops, 

Assistant county agent 
H,B, Thompson states that 
peanuts following highly 
fertilized crops sometimes 
show little or no response 
to a direct application of 
fertilizer because of the 
residual material. To be 
sure of the amount of fer- 
tilizer needed, take a soil 
sample and follow the re- 
commendation, Don’t gam- 
ble on your crop, The soil 
test will measure the res~ 
idual material and recom- 
mend whatever is needed

with the fingers,

DEAF BUT NOT DUMB 


The 
dumb’’ 


words ‘‘deaf and 
have been used to- 
gether for a long time. 
It is sometimes hard to 
separate these two words 
when speaking of people 
who do not hear. The dic- 
tionary explains ‘‘dumb’’ 
as ‘‘one without the abil- 
ity of speech.’’ It goes on 
to explain that the word 


“‘dumb’’ also means one 
who is “‘stupid’’ or ‘‘dull- 
witted.’’ ‘‘Dumb’’ today is 


used mostly to refer to an- 
imals who are voiceless, 

The term ‘‘mute’’ is 
more often used of persons 
who have been deaf since 
birth or childhood because 
they have never learned to 
talk. With special training 
many deaf people today le- 
arn to speak well enough to 
be understood. If there is 
no brain injury to a deaf 
person at birth, he has the 


capacity for intellectual 
growth. This is true of any 
person, But it must be 
developed. 


The intellectual ability 
of a deaf child will not 
develop and grow as rap- 
idly as a hearing perso: 
unless someone is able to 
teach him in a way that 
he can understand. Educa- 
tion for the deaf has been 
made possible by the state 
schools for the deaf, 

The Alabama State Sch- 
ools for the white and Neg- 
ro deaf are in Talladega. 
Here they are provided with 
capable teachers who help 
them to develop a voca- 
bulary. They are taught 
how to read and write, 
Many subjects taught in 
public schools are also 
provided for the deaf boys 
and girls. 

Not only dothe deaf have 
an opportunity for a formal 
education, but also for vo- 
cational training. There 
are vocational shops in the 
school taught by qualified 
men. Boys learn such tra- 
des as printing, barbering, 
shoe repairing, horticul- 
ture and many others. Girls 
learn how to become beauty 
operators, typists, and file 
clerks. 


DON’T ENCOURAGE 
DEAF PEDDLERS 


Have you ever been eat- 
ing in a restaurant, or ir 
a place of business, anc 
someone approached you 
with a printed message on 
a card? The words say 
something like this; ‘‘I am 
a deaf mute. Iam selling 
this card to support my 
family, Will you kindly buy 
one? Pay any price you 
wish’’, 

About 85 per. cent or 
more of the deaf people 
who sell these cards with 
the manual alphabet on 
them have the physical and 
mental ability to be self 
supporting. Many deaf have 
found out that this is an 
easy way to make a living. 

A ‘deaf person will 
sometimes travel by bus 
or car to many large cities

Of 
course, there are other regu- 
lations and requirements you 
must meet. You can get them 
from the Pensions and Se- 
curity office. 


Can't | draw a pension at 


62? 


You cannot get an old age 
pension from the Department 
of Pensions and Security 
until you are 65, It is old 
age benefits under Social 
Security that you can get at 
62 under certain conditions. 


What is the difference 
between an Alabama old age 
pension and social security? 


These are two different 
programs administered by 
two different agencies. The 
old age pension program 
under the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Secur- 
ity is financial assistance 
based on need for people 65 
and over who qualify. Social 
Security for older persons 
under the United States De- 
partment of Health, Educat- 
ion, and Welfare is some- 
times referred to also as old 
age benefits or a pension. It, 
however, is a plan of pay- 
ments for people who worked 
in ‘‘covered’? jobs or who 
have been dependent on 
‘covered’? workers. Social 
Security benefits are not 
based on need but on the 
amount to the credit of the 
former worker from payments 
made by him and his employ- 
er, within specified limits. 


Does every old person 
have a right to both Social 
Security and the old age 
pension? 


The right to a pension 
comes only if the person 
needs it whereas the right 
to Social Security applies to 
those who have eamed coy- 
erage (or had it earned for 
them). 


Can | draw both Social 
Security and an old age pen- 
sion at the same _ time? 


Yes, if your Social Secur- 
ity check is not enough for 
your needs according to the 
agency’s miles, 


Do many people in Alabama 
draw both a pension and 
Social Security? 


Yes, nearly 37,000 of the 
old age pensioners (35%) 
also draw Social Security, 
In Coffee County 185 pen- 
sioners draw Social Security 
too.

SOME NEGROES AGAINST 
CIVIL RIGHTS BILL... 


Bob Ingram, in his column 
Sunday, told about a Negro 
millionaire, S.B. Fuller, who 
advises his race to halt dem- 
onstrations, go to school 
with their own stop suing 
and start selling. We have 
some intellegent Negroes 
close by who have been 
teaching the same thing but 
in many instances have been 
unpopular by doing so. There 
will come a time when that 
advise will especially be 
remembered but it will be 
too late to be of much bene- 
fit to the Negro race, 

Ingram said Fuller a very 
wealthy Chicago Negro in- 
dustrialist, held a press con- 
ference before he addressed 
a meeting of 100 national 
Negro leaders, Ingram said 
that what Fuller said could: 
n’t have been improved up 
on by Govemor Wallace him- 
self. Fuller said, according 
to the report, which was car- 
tried in the Chicago papers 
last Friday, that all the 
street demonstrations in the 
world, backed up by all man- 
ner of civil rights legisla- 
tion, will not improve the 
racial situation. He declar- 
ed ‘Integration will not be 
effective until the white 
man favors it. You cannot 
legislate men’s thoughts, yet 
any Negro who does not 
think his salvation lies in 
the civil rights movement 
is looked down upon by the 
entire race.’’ 

I know that to be tne, I 
know some well educated 
Negro men and women who 
feel the same way and are 
firm in expressing it and be- 
cause of it are accused of 
being against their race. : 

Fuller says ‘‘Negroes 
must gain economic equality 
through their own initiative 
before they can achieve ra 
cial equality.’’ He says that 
the Negro’s economic plight 
is not primarily discrimina 
tion but that it is more the 
Negro’s lack of desire to im 
prove his lot. He suggested 
that civil rights leaders 
might better spend their time 
encouraging Negroes to get 
off public assistance rolls 
and into jobs. He continued 
that “If we don’t stop the

Fuller made it clear that 
he does not buy any part of 
the civil rights bill concern- 
ing employment and stated 
“T would resent anybody for- 
cing me to hire somecne | 
didn’t want. He recommends 
an abandonment of the pro- 
test demonstration and the 
launching of a public rela- 
tions campaign ‘‘to enhance 
the Negro image’’, He said 
“Let’s quit suing the white 
man and start selling him, 

Ingram reported that the 
comments by Fuller, excep- 
tional though they might 
seem, were not without some 
support elsewhere in Chica- 
Zo. 

I agree that the pendulum 
may be swinging in the other 
direction in regard to civil 
tights demonstrations and 
the like. Let us hope that 
is true and that Negro lead- 
ers will pick a day to see 
that all of their children are 
in school instead of out,
